This communication is in response to applicant's amendment which is filed June 24, 
2010 in the application of Murakami et al. for a "device using histological and physiological 
biometric marker for authentication and activation" filed January 10, 2001. 

The amendment has been entered and made of record. Claims 37-38, 49, 53-55, 65, 67 
have been amended to more particularly point out and distinctly claim the invention. 

Claims 1-34 have been cancelled. A new claim 69 has been introduced. 

In view of applicant's amendment to amend the claims 37, 38, 54 and 55 to obviate the 
35 U.S.C. ^1 12 first paragraph rejections, therefore, examiner has withdrawn the rejection under 
35 U.S.C ^112, first paragraph. 

Applicant's amendment with respect to the pending claims 35-69, filed June 24, 2010, 
places the application in condition for allowance. 

Claims 35-36 have been allowed. 

Claims 37-69 are allowed as evident by applicant's amendment.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to disclose or suggest an energy sensor configured to detect an electromagnetic 
energy signal responsive to the emitted electromagnetic energy signal to thereby obtain a 
measurement of a specific, internal, sub-epidermal of the user; wherein the device is configured 
to acquire measurements of two or more of the plurality of different specific, internal, sub- 
epidermal physiological characteristics of the user using the biometric sensor, to determine two 
or more biometric markers using the two or more measurements, and to generate an 
authentication signal when the two or more biometric markers match the biometric profile of the 
authorized user.
